merge to prevent closure 


Hospitals asked to coordinate services

The Belle Glade Hospital, 
the Pahokee Hospital, and 
the Clewiston Hospital may 
eventually have to unite in 
an effort to remain in opera- 
tion. 

Belle Glade's Glades Gen- 
eral Hospital, Pahokee's 
Everglades Regional Medi- 
cal Center, and Clewiston's 
Hendry General Hospital 
may soon form an umbrella 
corporation. The corpora- 
tion, according to many, 
could be the key to money 
for Glades-area hospitals in 
the coming budget year. 

Thus far, the health care 
district has allocated nearly 
$3.5 million to the north- 
west subdistrict which rep- 
resents Everglades Regional 
Medical Center. The south- 
west subdistrict, which rep- 
resents Glades General Hos- 
pital, received close to $3.7 
million. The Belle Glade 
Hospital also received a $2 
million loan from the dis- 
trict. 

Chairman of the Palm 
Beach County Health Care 
District Scott Porter said he 
is confident the corporation 
would benefit the hospitals. 
He said, "We've been 
patient but we really need 
to move a bit faster." 

Mr. Porter said he is 
interested in the subdis- 
tricts to work together and 
coordinate the services that 
are offered. He said the dis- 
trict has been financing 
inefficiency. 

According to. Neil Whip- 
key, Glades General Hospi- 
tal administrator, said the 
hospital is presently reduc- 
ing its staff by eliminating 
39 positions through layoffs, 
resignations, and early

retirement. He said the hos- 
pital is’ also reducing 
salaries. He went on to say, 
"More-people probably will 
be laid off later." 

However, Mr. Whipkey 
said? "This is not a prelude 
to closure, this is a preven- 
tive step to closure." 

Glatles General Hospitals' 
Chairperson of the Board 
Sandra Chamblee is sched- 
uled to meet with represen- 
tatives from Everglades 
Hegional Medical Cedes 
General Hospital concerning 
the formation of an umbrel- 
la corporation. 

Don Anderson, president 
of Everglades Regional Med- 
ical Center said before the 
Pahokee’ hospital goes 
ahead with corporation, 
more information needs to 
be presented to its board.

Mrs. Chamblee said 
changes involving the hospi 
tal, as far as coordinating 
services is concerned, have 
to be done carefully. She 
said if one hospital stops 
offering a specific service, it 
is possible that valuable 
contracts with managed- 
care companies could be 
lost. > 

Mrs. Chamblee reminded 
members of the district that 
Glades General and Hendry 
General presently share a 
chief financial officer, medi- 
cal records director and a 
laboratory directory. 

Mrs. Chamblee calmly 
said, "We know we need to 
do something.”

ication prevent the recurrence 
of the ulcers. 

In an article published in 
The American Federation of 
Home Health Agencies, 
“Home Health Works" June 9, 
issue, "most doctors still rely 
solely on antacids which heal 
ulcers but usually do not cure 
them. Experts said doctors 
may be unaware of the new 
methods or unwilling to try 
them, while drug companies 
may be reluctant to abandon 
the multi-billion dollar 
antacid market.”

The world of weather had 
its own version of that 
mechanical bunny last year. 
It was a hurricane that kept 
going and going and going. 

Hurricane John set a new 
endurance record in Septem- 
ber 1994 when he wandered 
around the Pacific Ocean for 
31 consecutive days. That 
broke the previous record of 
27 days set by Hurricane 
Ginger in 1971. 

This hurricane marathon 
began life on Aug. 11 as a 
weak tropical disturbance in 
the warm Pacific waters just 
south of Mexico. Two weeks 
later, Hurricane John, pack- 
ing winds of 170 miles an 
hour, was coming uncomfort- 
ably close to Hawaii. Thank- 
fully, John steered south of 
the islands making a bee line 
for the international dateline. 

By the way, those 170 mph 
winds made John the 
“strongest hurricane of 1994 
and the most powerful hurri- 
cane ever observed in the 
central Pacific. 

On Friday, Aug. 26, John 
crossed the international 
dateline. Suddenly, it was 
Saturday, the 27th, and John 
was now a typhoon. That 
change in surnames didn't 
last long, however. Soon John: 
curved back over the dateline 
and was once again called a 
hurricane. 

On Sept. 3, John ran into 
trouble when he encountered 
some cooler water. He quickly 


started falling apart. The 
once mighty hurricane was 
now a lowly tropical depres- 
sion with sustained winds of 
only 34 miles an hour. 

Yet, somehow he continued 
on. By Sept. 9, John had 
regained a poftion of his for- 
mer strength when his winds 
reached 80 mph. Yet, the bat- 
tle was lost thé following day 
when John lost his warm 
core, a characteristic of a 
tropical system. He was 
declared "extratropical" on 
Sept. 10. A few days later the 
remnants of this long dis- 
tance runner lashed the Aleu- 
tian Islands of Alaska with 
heavy rains and gusty winds. 

It was hurricane history. 
Thirty-one consecutive days: 
Nearly 5,000 miles. In fact, 
John lasted so long and cov- 
ered so many miles that it 
took all three U.S. tropical 
Storm tracking centers to 
keep tabs on him. 

Miami had the first watch. 
Honolulu took over when 
John approached the islands. 
Finally, storm trackers in 
Guam kept up with John 
when he crossed the interna- 
tional dateline, 

Despite its marathon track 
and longevity, John never did 
make a direct hit on land. 
But, he did make the record 
bóoks. Like that little, pink 
bunny he kept going and 
going and going.
